Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is i-yermlssiblc under the I’^crsonal law applicable to such 
person and other party to the marriage and iher« are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax :— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government ftrom time to time in this regard.

87. — In cxcrciic of the powers conferred by

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

etntracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permis:iiblc under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there axe other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the openhion of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to bo 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Governrfient from flriib tb time 
in this regard.

— Tn exercise of the powers conferred by sub^ 
section (1) of section 56 of the Delhi Development Act, 1957

be paid by the Authority— 

(i) daily allowarvcc at the rate of Rs. 25 per day lor 

attending a meeting of die Advisory Council sub- 
ject to a maximum of Rs. 300 per month ; and 

(ii) whenever a member, who is not resident of Delhi, 

has to come from an outstation to Delhi speci- 
iically to attend a meeting of the Advisory Council, 
mileage allowance for the journey at such rate 
as i.s admissible to an officer of the Central Gov- 
ernment of the first grade, under section V of the 
Supplementary Rules of the Central Government; 

Provided that— 

(a) in case of a member of Parliament, who Is also 

a member of the Advisory Council, the said 
daily and mileage allowance will be admissible 
when the Parliament is not in session and on 
production of a certificate by the member that 
he has not drawn any such allowance for the 
same journey and halls from any other Govern- 
ment source ; 

(b) in ease of a member of MeLiopolhan. Council, 

Delhi who Is also a member of the Advisory 
Council, the daily and mileage allowance shall 
not be paid on any day on which the member 
draws daily allowance under the Members of 
Metropolitan Council (Salaries and Allowances) 
Order, 1966 for altending a meeting of the 
Mctix>politan Council or any Committee thereof 
or any other business connected with his duties 
as such member ; 

(cY in case of a member of the Municipal CorpoiatlOn 
of Delhi or any of its Committees, who is alao 
a member of the Advisory Council, the daily 
and mileage allowance shall not be paid on any 
day on which the member draws daily allowance 
under the Delhi Municipal Corporation (Allow- 
ances of Councillors and Aldermen) Rul^s, 1958 
or the Delhi Municipal Corporation (Allowances 
of non-official Members) Rules, 1970, for attend- 
ing H meeting of the Municipal Corporation Of 
Delhi or any Committee thereof or airy other 
business connected, with his duties as such

INIINICTRV OF LABOUR 

New Delhi, iho 8th January, 1981 

G.S.R, 103. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 5 read with sub-section (1) of Section 7 of the Employees* 
Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 
(19 of 1952), the Central Government hereby makea the 
following Scheme further to .imend the Employees* Provi- 
dent Funds Scheme, 1952, namely ; — 

L (1) This Scheme may be called the Employees* Provi- 
dent Funds (First Amendment) Scheme, 1981. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 
first day of January, 1980. 

2. In the Employees' Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, in 
paragraph 18, — in sub-paragraph (2), for the expression ''maxi- 
mum rates admissible to Grade I Oificers of the Central 
Government In the respective localitie8*\ the expression “rate 
of rupees seventy five per diem** shall be substituted. 


EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Board of ’‘Dustces, Employees* Provident 
Fund had sometime past recommended the enhancement of 
the rates of daily allowance for non-olflcial trustees of the 
Board and non-omcial members of the Re^onal Committed. 
It was decided to enhance the rates of daily allowance with 
effect from 1st January, 1980 and hence It has become neces- 
sary lo give retrospective effect to the notification. It is 
certified that grant of enhanced rate of dally allowance with 
retrospective eft'ect will not affect the interest of any one 
adversely.
